At  the  moment  when  the  Legiflative 
Body  fefiames  the  con  vfe  of  ill  labours,  H 
the  government  fubmits  to  all  France  a-j] 
fketch  01"  it?  operations.  This  is  a  duty  \ 
dictated  by  its  princi/.es,  and  itdifohar-j 
ges  the  talk  with  t».at  fra >:!. nets  which  it 
owes  to  the  public  intereft,  and  the  puri- 
ty of  the  fentiments  Ly  which  it  is  anima- 
ted. All  know  what  was  the  iituation  of 
the  Republic  on  the  4th  Nivofe,  year  8,  i 
35th  December  1799.  The  events  of! 
the  i3th  Brurr.aire  had  reanimated  the  j 
courage  of  the  people,  but  men's  minds  ' 
ftill  floated  in  uncertainty.  The  depart- 
ments of  the  wed  were  a  prey  to  civil  war  ; ' 
every  where  there  prevailed  feeble  dif- 
tracteu  admiiiiftrations.  without  unity  of! 
principles,  or  concert  of  operations.  No  i 
energy  in  command,  no  promptitude  in  : 
execution.  A  polico  without  activity.  ] 
Tribunals  witliout  authority  !  difoi  ...  r  in 
th«  Public  Receipts;  requiliitiona  which 
haraffed  the  republic  and  cor.i'umed  our  ; 
revenue  ;  commerce  and  manufactures  in 
■  Rate  of  ftagnation  ;  the  armies  ot"  Au- 
,  ftria  from  the  tod  of  r'ie  Alps  and  Appen- 
rines  menacing  Ltgurfa  and  France  ;  neu-  • 
tralve.Tels  Jrivenfromthe  lea  by  the  terror  ; 
of  the  tngiith  maritime  code  ;  America  • 
which ovvedto  us  fur  ir.;-pr-ndence,armed 
againftourj  ;  Spain,  Batavin, Helvetia, Li- 
guira  faithful  to  our  alliance,  but  waiting' 
With  a  painful  anxiety  what  the  future  . 
fhould  decide  reipecting  our  fate  and  ; 
theirs.  It  was  under  thefe  aulpic.es  that 
the  year  S  began.  Per-cc  was  the  firil 
want, and  the  arde:itprayerof  the  nation. 
Peace  too  was  the  ft r  It;  object  tint  occupi- 
ed the  attention  of  gove-n-neut.  Two 
letters  written  by  ne  Chief  Conful  te  the .' 
Emperor  of  Germany  and  the  King  of ; 
England,  oxpreffedpo  there  w  ttwead* 
.  nefs,  but  without  guiie,  1  he  ir»ft  iBOe 
&of  humanity.  Tlia  prayer  was  rejected 
by  the  minilleis  cf  Aitftria  and  Great ! 
Britain.  The  Cabliet  of  Vienna  ming- 
led fame  hope;  wi'.l  a  rr.'uul.  The  Ca-  ' 
binet  of  EngUnd  (tended  hitternef*  and 
reproach  with  their correspondence,  and 
afterwards  declamation  and  invective  in 
the  public  uifcudion,  in  which  it  txpofed 
the  overtures  madt  bv  France. — This 
publicity,  thefe  dech.matio:>s  and  invect- 
ives, but  ill  a  flirted  tie  animofity  and  the 
plans  of  the  Bri|ifh  adiuiniftration. 
Frenchmen  recognizld  in  the  conduct  of 
their  Chief  Magiftrat?,  the  fincere  defire 
of  peace.  They  feu  indignation  at  titt 
enemy  by  whom  thj  overtures  vrere  re- 
jected, and  law  thatthev  had  to  expect 
peace  only  from  thei:  efforts  and  their 
courage.  Hence  thenrinciple  of  that  en- 
ergy which  produced  ^ur  Lift  f  tccefs,  and 
our  lalt  victories.  Hince  perhaps,  in  the 
minds  of  the  Englifh,  a  fentiment  of  juf- 
tice  towards  a  people,  who  after  fo  many 
exploits,  and  fo  much  {lory,  fighed  only 
for  peace  ;  hence, in  the  minds  of  other 
nations,  a  return  of  favt>r  for  the  caufe  of 
independ*  ice  and  our  liberty.  The  i 
rebellion  in  the  weft  was  fippreffed.  No- 1 
tiling  more  was  neceffary  than  to  fupport 
by  the  difpley  of  force  the  authority  of) 
of  reafon  and  principle,  to  bring  the  peo-  j 
pie  back  to  their  duty.  Allthofewho1 
had  been  led  away  by  fedu  flion  and  ter- 
ror fuburttert  to  a  government  beneficent 
and  protecting.  Every  day  the  attach- 
ment to  tlie  Republic  encreafes  in  thefe 
department*,  as  well  as  rsjpect  for  our 
inllitutions  and  hatred  towards  our  ene- 
mies. The  eftablifhment  of  g&ii  arm?- 
r/caf'.'t!  wi.l  ferve  to  clear  the  country 
from  the  remains  of  a  fet  of  wretches  ha- 
bituated  to  pillage,  and  covered  with 
crimes,  which  the  amnefty  could  not  reach. 
In  thefe  departments,  as  in  all  the  others, 
the  influence  of  the  authorities  eftablifh- 
ed  by  the  conftitntion  has  been  marked 
by  progrefhve  improvement. 

A  power  concentrated  in  an  individu- 
al ;  and  therefore,  inevitable  refponfibi- 
Jlty,  give  to  public  and  ptivate  affairs  a 
rapid  movement,  and  reftore,  by  degrees, 
•economy  in  the  ndminiftration  ;  infpec- 
fcou  il  more  active,  information  mor« 


prompt  and  more  certain,  the  citizens 
perceive  more  clearly  the  advantages 
of  the  power  which  protects  ihem,  aa 
well  as  the  vigor  of  that  authority  which 
jraprefies  and  feftratne  them.  Through- 
out the  republic  there  ftill  cxifts  fome  in- 
dividuals who  regret- the  p,,j>  (  f(„,,e  foe. 
ble  minds  whom  a  reftdue  of  fanaticifm 
torments  ;  but  thefe  regrets  daily  be- 
come more  weak;  fanaticifm  dies 
away,  and  manly  fentiment  gains  more 
Mfe  afcendency.  To  wifll  that  man, 
{hcmld  dilavow  with  readinefs,  to  day, 
what  yefterday  he  pofeffed — that  lie 
fhould  LU,b.mH  once,  without  murmur- 
.. .,  to  the  yokj  of  the  laws,  which  late- 
ly  :.;  fpurned4,  is  the  with,  not  of  a  law- 
ful power,  but  of  tvranny.  Let  us  leave 
to  time  to  complete  its  work.  Time 
alone  confirms  biltitutions.  It  is  onb'  af- 
ter they  have  long  exitleu  that  they  come 
to  obtain  an  ahfohite  refpeCt.  The  ad- 
miniftratora  have  been  chofen  for  the 
people,  not  for  a  particular  faction  or  a 
particular  party. — Government  afks  not 
to  know  what  any  man  has  done,  or  what 
he  may  have  faid,  under  particular  cir- 
cumftances,  and  at  particular  periods. 
It  is  required  only  to  afcertain  if  he  pof- 
feflc?  virtue  ar.d  talents;  if  lie  wasinuc- 
cefiible  to  hatted  or  vengeance  ;  if  he 
is  likely  to  be  always  impartial  and  juft. 
The  maxim  of  the  government  is,  the 
denunciations  which  attack  public  func- 
tionaries, at  this  time,  ftill  full  of  the 
remembrance  of  ancient  diviiion,  ought 
to  be  Weighed  in  the  balance  of  juftice 
and  verified  by  the  moft  ftrift  examinati- 
on, 'i'he  fame  principles  and  the  u. re- 
views have  directed  the  choice  of  the 
magitlratcs.-^Let  them  judge  things  Si 
not  opinions.  jLet  them  be  inflexible  as 
thelaws  theinfelves.  Such  is  the  v/:  h,fuch 
the  only  wilh  wliich  ought  to  i:uiu.r,ce 
a  government.  The  constitution  guar- 
antees to  them  the  indepcn.ier.es  and  the 
perpetuity  of  their  functions.  It  is  te 
the  nation,  and  to  their  own  conscience*, 
that  they  mUftauiwec  f*or  their  decilions. 

Before  the  fourth  N  vole,  December 
25.it  v/as  tiie  government  which  decided 
on  the  appeals  of  citizen*,  intVrihed  in 
the  lift  of  emigrants,  and  it  decided  on 
the  (implfl  report  of  the  miniftcrjof  general 
police.  Thus  it  had  the  power  of  deci- 
ding qneftions  which  involved  the  tran- 
quility of  the  ftate,  the  lot  of  individu- 
als, |pd  the  atiignment  of  property.  In 
order  to  clear  up  this  fabjeft,  the  govern- 
ment wi'.hed  to  know  what  was  the  na- 
ture of  t!)';  laws  on  emigration;  WhsSl  the 
number  ot  thofe  of  whom  the  lift  of  end- 
grants  was  compofed  ;  heW-Scby  whom  it 
was  formed,  and  what  were  the  princi- 
ples on  which  ir  was  drawn  up  ?  it  thed 
learnt,  that  m  each  murdcipalty,  there 
had  been  prepared  lifts  of  citizens  abfent  ; 
from  tlie  commune  where  they  had  either 
property  or  a  fettled  abede  ;  ar.d  that  of 
thefe  particular  lift:,  collected  into  nine 
volumes  had  been  formel  into  what  was 
commonly  called  the  lift  of  emigrants — 
that  citizens  inicribid  as  abfe.nt,  or  emi- 
grants in  one  commune,  were  at  the  very 
time  functionaries  in  another  ;  that  la- 
borers, artisans,  individuals  in  fervice, 
were  confounded  with  meii  whom  the 
prejudices  of  birth  and  the  intereft  of 
rank,  marked  out  as  enemies  to  the  revo- 
lution— that  infcrintioiis  collected 8f  iri  le- 
terminate, applied  to  whole  families  S  fa-* 
milies  too  often  unknown  to  the  perfoni^ 
by  whom  the  infeription  was  formed. — 
From  thefe  circumftances,  a  conviftion 
was  produced  that  there  did  not  er.ift  a 
true  lift  of  emig-ants,  and  it  was  necefla- 
ry  to  form  anew  lift, in  which  thofe whofe 
names  ought  never  to  have  been  inferib- 
ed,  ihould  be  diftinguiihed  from  thofe 
whom  prejudices  and  their  circumftances 
pointed  out  as  true  emigrants,  and  hence 
originated  the  fpecifications  and  con- 
ditions of  the  decree  of  the  a8th  Vende- 
maire  (September  7,0.)  A  plan  of  re- 
gulation will  be  propofed,  to  give  addi- 
tional ftfcurity  to  thofe  who  have  acquir- 
ed national  property.  An  iinportani 
work  IS  on  the  eve  of  being  accompli  fil- 
ed, which  during  lix  years  lias  been  call- 
ed legislation.  In  this  fefiion  the  civil 
code,  and  a  code  of  procedure,  will 
be  pronofed  to  the  confederation  of 
the  legillative  body;  other  objects  lefs 
important  will  form  the  fubject  of  laws 
of  which  the  elements  are  prepared. 
Public  inftruclion,  flill  neglected  in  many 
of  the  departments,  has  affumcd  in  others 
a  better  direction  and  a  higher  activity. 

New  afylums  have  been  opened  for 
the  children  of  thofe  who  have  fallen  in 


defence  of  their  country.  If  the  bofpi- 
talsare  ftill  in  diftrefs,  a  degree  fecures 
to  them  at  leaft  the  payment  of  a  part 
of  What  is  due  to  them  on  the  capital  of 
their  rents,  of  which  the  redemption  was 
authorlfed  by  a  law  pa  fifed  during  the  laft 
ledion. — Meafurea  liave  been  taken  to 
afcertain  the  number  of  deferted  chil- 
dren, the  number  of  whom  has  very 
mueh  increafed  of  late,  and  plans  are 
adopted  to  luccour  their  wants. — Some 
manufacturers, which  are  peculiar  to  the 
nation,  and  which  honor  French  induf- 
try,  begin  now  to  rife  from  that  langour 
in  which  our  former  misfortune  had 
piu.iged  them.-*-Painting  and  Sculpture 
have  obtained  encouragement,  and  arc 
prepared  to  tianfmit  to  pofterity  the 
traits  and  actions  of  thofe  heroes  who 
have  combatted  for  our  independence 
■ltd <mr  glory.  The  monuments  of  art 
are  preferved  and  offered  to  the  public 
adminiftration,  in  places  worthy  of  con- 
taining them.  The  high  roads  are  almcll 
throughout  in  a  ft*te  of  alarming  decay, 
but  the  adiuiniftration  does  every  thing 
to  remedy  this,  with  the  feeble  refources 
entrufted  to  them  to' execute.  The  right 
of  keeping  up  the  public  road*  has  re- 
ceived certain  modifications  which  pub- 
lic juftice,  and  public  intereft  demanded. 
The  perception  of  this  right,  feparated 
from  the  obligation  of  keeping  up  the 
r  Is  .  mfelves,  has  been  confirmed,  & 
a  fund  is  now  provided  on  proper  fecuri- 
ties,  which  will  not  be  vain  and  illufory 
as  in  former  years.  The  application  of 
pfoducts  ftill  too  feeble. is  afcertained  for 
each  department,  in  the  proportion  of 
its  wants. — Inlpection  becomes  every 
day  more  active,  and  refponlibility  be- 
comes every  day  more  clear,  and  ap- 
proaches nearer  to  perfection.  The  go- 
vernment uas  extended  its  views  to  in- 
terior navigation  and  to  canals.  It  is 
not  to  vail  projects  to  which  it  has  di- 
rected its  attention, is  it  not  a  great  fyftem 
0*  g*tnec*JH  navigation  which  it  wifhes  to 
create,  The  conciufion  of  the  labors 
already  begun,  which  refer  immediately 
cc  iida.-.d  navigation,  and  the  commerce 
of  Fracce  is  all  that  it  now  promiles,  is 
all  tHat the  prefent  circumftances  of  the 
country  enable  it  to  adopt. 

Execution,  rather  than  project,  is  the 
fundamental  maxim  of  its  adminiftration. 
The  finances  have  been  one  of  the  ob- 
jects cf  its  conftanc  inipccFton  and  anxie- 
ty, the  primary  bale,  and  neceffary  fup- 
port o'.'  all  the  plans  which  can  be  formed 
for  the  bappinci's  and  glory  of  tb«  ftate. 
The  government  has  thought  it  necelfa- 
ry  it  -ivnlv  itfelf  to  the  coufideration  of 
all  the  principles, and  become  acquainted 
with  all  the  caufes  which  can  operate 
either  tbeii  reftor.;eion  or  deftruction. —  | 
It  was  noL  mere!v  funds  that  were  want-  ' 
istg  *.o  the  reot'blic  on  tlie  4th  Nivofe  of 
the  year  8  ;  it  was  activity  in  the  fubdi- 
vilion,  and  atTeflfment e£  direct  contribu- 
on,  regularity  in  the  receipts,  care  in  the 
diibur«.";ments,  a  clear  accountability  in 
the  public  treafury,  a  we.;i  managed  dif- 
tributioB  in  the  Aifierent  channels ofex- 
pei  V.  Tl.e  bearers  of  bills,  authorized 
to  draw  directly  on  the  funds  of  the  re- 
ceivers and  their  overfeers,  purchafed  by 
corruption  the  funds  which  either  then 
had  no  exiftenctf,  or  which  ought  to  have 
been  referved  jjfor  the  fervices  of  the  re- 
public ;  goods  of  requifitlon,  debts  of 
arrear,  uncertain  rents,  were  admitted 
as  a  payment  of  direct  contributions  ;  &  it 
was  receivers,  overfeers,  collectors  who 
trafficked  ingoods  of  a  depreciated  value, 
Si  exchanged  them  in  their  office  for  real 
property  which  they  had  received;  pay- 
mafters  concealed  the  payments  which 
had  been  made  to  them,  to  obtain  from 
thofe  who  were  to  fuperinted  their  ac- 
counts, and  for  advances  which  they  had 
never  made.  Thus  the  public  treafury 
was  ignorant  equally  of  the  funds  receiv- 
ed, and  the  funis  wHicb  had  been  paid  in 
the  departments.  Hence  arofe  uncer- 
tain d'.liributions  and  illufory  align- 
ments. In  the  mean  time  every  thing 
was  ordered  by  the  minifters,  every  thing 
■vas  fanftionedby  the  directory.  Hence 
the  want  of  public  credit,  and  its  train 
of  fcandalous  negociations  and  disgrace- 
ful deci-ees. 

Thefe  delegations  the  government 
night  with  fome  colour  of  juftice  have 
objected  to.  Thev  had  been  iftued  by 
v  oiitractors  even  before  they  had  entered 
on  their  contract,  and  it  was  extremely 
>robable  that  the  fervice  was  not  per- 
formed by  any,  and  by  few  with  good 
faith.    But  thefe  negotiations  had  been 


delegated  under  the  view  and  with  the 

confent  of  the  former  government:  

They  had  gene  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
original  holder,  t  hey  were  lttuv*  of 
exchange,  of  which  the  actual  holders 
had  advanced  the  value,  and  it  was  im* 
pollible,  without  injuring  public  credit, 
topolfpone  or  refute  payment  of  them. 

Since  the  4th  Nivofe,  (December  2$ 
the  period  of  fub-divifion  and  aneffment 
of  the  contributions  has  been,  fixed  with 
precision,  and  this  year,  for  thefirft  time 
the  quotas  of  alrooft  all  the  departments 
were  in  courfe  of  payment  during  the 
courfeof  Vendcmaire.  The"public  trea> 
i  furies  have  been  (hut  againft  detegatxoni 
;  (a  fpecies  of  exchequer  bills;)  I 
'  two  millions  of  delegations  or  orders  up- 
on the  treafury,  of  this  dekription,  have 
been  rapidfy  oxtinguiflied  bv  operations 
which  have  not  coft  the  treafure  either 
loan  or  intereft,  and  at  the  fame  time 
haye  procured  effectual  advantages. 

Requifitioa  bills  have  been  taken  out 
of  the  circle  of  jobbing,  and  muft  new 
be  nearly  all  paid  into  the  exchequer  for 
taxes,  and  in  the  year  9,  there  will  exift. 
almoft  none  of  them.  The  public  credi- 
tor will  receive  his  money  in  ca(n,  and 
the  public  will  receive  almoft  nothing  but 
folid  cafti — A  part  of  the  direct  contri- 
butions of  the  year  8,  that  part  which  it 
was  calculated  would  not  be  confutl  I 
by  the  bills  in  arrear  and  requiuion  bills 
has  been,  by  anticipation  paid  into  the* 
treafury  in  the  obligations  which  have  in 
a  particular  found  the  certain  means  of 
their  difcharge,  are  now  as  folid  a  value 
as  the  public  or  the  merchant  can  offer* 
The  direct  contributions  of  the  year  9 
are  already  in  the  port  feuille  of  the 
treafury  in  obligations  equally  folid. — 
Thefe  fucceffive  receipts  of  indirect  ot* 
cafual  contribution*  are  then  rcprcfer.t- 
ed  by  the  bills  of  the  collectors  paj  able 
'at  fight.  A  fixed  fam  of  thefe  obligati- 
ons and  thefe  bills  is  appropriated  to  the 
expenfe  of  every  months  No  order  for 
payment  will  be  given  bjit  in  the  propor- 
tions to  the  fum  actuary  vefted  in  the 
treafury.  Thus  the  o/iers  wili  no  lon- 
ger be  arbitrary;  There  will  be  no  mif- 
take,  in  the  arrangements,  no  illufion  in 
promifes  of  payment  will  exift,  and  per- 
sons accepting  fuch  paper  on  the  faith  of 
payment,  will  not  be  deceived.  The  pub- 
lic treafury  has  received  a  new  organ izi- 
ation.  An  active  fuperintendance  per- 
vade every  part  of  it.  The  arrear  ac- 
counts proceed  without  obftacle. — The 
current  payments  are  In  a  manner  at  par. 

Every  month  the  miuifter  of  finances 
and  the  director  of  the  public  treafury 
will  fubmit  to  the  infpeellun  of  the  go- 
vernment ftatements  of  all  the  receipts 
and  payments,  particularly  every  pay- 
ment made  t<?  the  orders  of  each  mini- 
fter.  The  collection  of  thefe  iiatementa 
at  the  end  of  every  year,  v.iil  fhew  the 
receipt,  the  expences  paid,  and  the  na- 
ture of  earhexpence.  The  eftimate  of 
the  expenc.es  neceffary  for  the  year  9  has 
been  formed  with  the  ftricteft  regard  to 
economy.  Thefe  revenues  have  been  va- 
lued with  everv  degree  of  polhble  preci- 
fion.  The  revenues  are  not  adequate  to 
the  calculated  expenditurei  The  govern- 
ment will  prcpefe  to  the  legifiative  body 
what  it  conceives  the  beft  expedient  to 
cover  this  deficiency,  and  leave  to  their 
v/ifdom  to  decide  on  its  propriety.  A 
finking  fund  hss  been  created.  The  ad- 
miniftration of  it  will  not  encreafe  the 
burdens  of  the  finances  :  it  will  at  once 
furnifh  extenfivc  means  of  iztinguiffiing 
the  public  debt,  and  prove  a  powerful  \  n* 
ftrument  of  public  credit.  In  examining? 
its  operation,  it  will  be  found  to  ptothotfl 
fuccefsfully  the  important  end  of  an  cf* 
fice  of  fecurity  for  the  ootids  of  the  rr. 
ceivers.  A  bank  has  been  founded; 
feeble,  indeed,  as  yet ;  but  whofe  feeble- 
nsfs  is  in  proportion  to  the  actual  wants 
of  circulation.  On  a  peace  it  will  em- 
brace a  range  which  our  commerce,  en- 
creafedbythe  reftitutions  of  our  anci- 
ent relations,  and  by  the  florins  of  the 
revolution,  will  require.  The  govern3 
ment,  which  has  favored  its  birth  with 
all  its  power,  will  alvvavs  protect  it  by 
its  influence,  will  continue  to  regard  it 
as  a  facred  depodt,  to  be  protected  bv  the 
power  and  the  fidelity  of  the  nation. 
Other  ameliorations  will  be  prefentedin 
the  report  of  the  minifter  of  the  finances* 
Other  plans  of  amelioration  are  ftill  un- 
der the  eye,  and  in  the  contemplation  of 
government.  Once  delivered  from  the 
chaos  of  dilapidations,  abufes  and  in  juf- 
tice, every  day  will  bring  a  new  acceilio» 


ef  falutary  principles,  and  prefent  evy 

means  of  profperity.  Honeft  citizen? 
thole  who  have  held  the:r  fuppo/;  to  a 
government  faithful  to  the  plana  which 
regard  to  good  faith  and  the  public  inter- 
eft  have  pointed  out  to  it.  It  is  no  lon- 
ger embarraffed  by  thole  intrigues  which 
make  a  trafiic  of  the  confufion  of  the  fi- 
nances, nor  by  that  cupidity  which  ex- 
changes at  a  dear  rate,  real  though  dif- 
tant  advantages,  for  that  miserable  fuc- 
co.ir  which  only  Supplies  tlie  wants  of 
the  prefent  moment  by  adding  to  the  de- 
mands of  futurity.  Already  companies 
of  good  credit  have  entered  into  engage- 
ments on  moderate  terms,  and  have  not, 
as  wis  formerly  done,  demanded  any  Se- 
Ciirity  in  real  poffeilions  for  Service  which 
they  have  not  yet  performed.  Our  Suc- 
cess in  war  has  exceeded  our  expectati- 
ons. Four  armies,  all  victorious,  are 
Unitedby  an  uninterrupted  chain  from  the 
line  formed  by  the  Pruffian  neutrality  to 
to  'he  centre  of  Italy  mailers  of  the  Da- 
nube ai  d  the  Po,  they  occupy  by  their 
detachments  the  borders  of  the  Adriatic 
and  Tufcany.  The  genius  of  France 
laved  the  army  of  the  Kail  from  a  con- 
vention which  would  have  placed  it  in  the 
chains  of  the  Bnglidt.  A--/xa  has  furren- 
dered  but  it  w;i*  after  two  years  of  the 
moft  glorious  reiiltance.  Every  thing 
which  could  l>e  tried  to  fave  this  import- 
ant place  theGovei  nment  has  attempted 
t  u  fh  without  effect.  The  organizati- 
on of  the  army,  military  diScipline,enqui- 
r-  s  into  dilapidations  and  aLuks  the  re- 
efublilhment  of  order  and  economy  in  all 
tne  branches  of  the  fervice,  have  been 
the  object  of  the  labours  Sc  decrees  of  the 
Government.  A  report  from  tiie  minis- 
ter at  War  will  prefent  the  rel'ult.  Peace 
peace  alone,  can  give  to  the  fuccels  which 
they  have  already  obtained  completion 
and  foli.litv.  It  has  not  been  in  the  pow- 
er of  the  Government  to  repair  at  once 
the  dilators  of  our  marine,  and  to  reftore 
it  its  antient  lull  re  ;  but  it  has  collected 
its  wrecks,  and  prepares  its  rc-eftablilh- 
nient  and  its  glory. 

Regulations  have  reformed  abuSes,  in- 
fured  regularity  of  Services,  eltuhlifhed  in 
our  pons  union  of  power  and  a  fie  verity 
r- i  p  > i •  > n  ;  former  dilapidations  have 
been  enquired  into  and  removed,  burden- 
fome  contracts  havebeen  cancelled,  agree- 
ments more  advantageous  to  the  Repuohc 
have  been  concluded  ;  in  a  word,  bdnuder- 
able  advances  have  been  made  towards 
order  and  economy.  But  itill  much  re- 
mains to  be  done  !  How  much  labour  mu:l 
be  Gubraitted  to,  and  how  long  an  inter- 
vrl  mnft  elapfe  before  the  government 
c  in  execute  the  talk  which  it  has  impo- 
f.  d  on  itfel^  &  which  the  public  intcreit 
demands  (■)  if.  In  the  prefent  ft  ate  of 
our  marine  it  has  been  i.npolliale  to  keep 
11  reg'  '  rly  with  our  colonies  thofe  re- 
lattorisof  intercourse  authority  whichbe 
long  to  the  mother  country.  The  Govern- 
ment, however,  has  preferved  with  care 
thefe  ties  which  attach  them  to  France, 
and  it  prepares  in  filence  the  means  of  re- 
flo:  ; r»g  f!ic-m  to  calmefs,  to  indultry,  and 
pn;  ity.  A  Council  for  prizes, authorif- 
e  1  by  a  law  promulgated  in  thelalt  fellion 
has  apnlied  to  this  delicate  ftibject  a  Spirit 
of  i  n  partiality  and  juftice  fthicti  has  al- 
revlv  hid  a  happy  influence  on  our  com- 
mercial relations.  Neutral  flags  have  ex- 
perienced them  cn  the  feas  and  in  our 
ports.  The  powers  on  the  coail  of  Bar- 
barv  have  renewed  their  antient  relations 
towards  us.  If  government  had  been  a 
ble  to  r-new  them  fooner,  Malta  might 
perhaps  (till havebeen  in  our  power.  But 
at  lead  thev  will  fecure  fubfi'lence  to  Li- 
guria,  and  to  our  Southern  departments, 
nor  will  trry  be  ufelefs  lo  the  army  of 
the  Fall.  A  convention  founded  upon 
common  interefts  &  the  molt  perfect  rcci- 
procicitv,  will  renew  the  ties  by  which 
the  ftates  of  America  were  bound  to 
Franee.  Thefe  ties  (hall  laft  for-ever, 
becauf»  there  is  no  unequal  condition  to 
alter  their  force  ansl  purity.  The  French 
nation  does  not  defir*  any  exclufive  privi- 
lege nor  part ial  favor.  She  merely  de- 
mands fromthe  nations  in  friendship  with 
her,  the  rights  of  equlitv ;  that  no  nation 
be  more  favored  than  herfelf,  and  that  fhe 
herfeif  be  not  favored  more  than  any  o 
ther  nation.  Such  are  the  pretentions 
andintcrefts  of  all  ftates  which  may  con- 
tract engagements  with  her.  All  nations 
who  are  fenfihle  of  their  rights  will  ral- 
ly around  theSe  principles.  The  North 
will  ftiake  off  the  tyranny  which  oppreffes 
its  commerce  and  its  feas. 

It  will  feel  that  our  interefts  are  the 
interefls  of  the  human  race.  Ruffia  in 
particular  will  remember  v/hat  i*  due  to 
her  dignity,  and  the  ancient  relations  by 
Which  fhe  was  united  with  France.  She 
will  know  that  France  is  a  neceffary  coun- 
terpoife  it  the  maritime  balance  of  the 
world. 

The  government  had  offered  peace  be- 
fore the  opening  of  the  campaign  It 
made  that  on  the  field  of  battle,  and  in 
the  bofom  of  victory.    It  offered  a  peace 


worthy  of  the  grandeur,  but  alfo  we-rthy 

of  the  moderation  of  the  French  people, 
and  on  conditions  which  fhould  have  guar* 
ranteedto  us  both  its  acceptance^  liabili- 
ty. On  the  flightefthope  of  drawing  near  fo 
defirible  an  epoch,  it  SuSpended  thofe  fuc- 
ceffes  which  infured  the  polition  of  our  ar 
mies  &  the  ardour  of  our  warriors.  If  we 
lo  not  yet  enjoy  it  we  have  to  accufe  on- 
ly  that  power  which,  unaffected  by  the 
diSafters  of  the  continent,  is  anxious  only 
to  cement,  with  the  blood  of  nations,  its 
-mpire  over  the  feas,  and  its  monopoly  in 
every  part  of  the  world.  To  conclude 
an  Auftrian  negotiator  is  now  at  Lure- 
ville,  a  man  who  merits  the  efleem  of  Eu- 
rope— If  he  pcffefTes  perfect  confidence  cf 
the  Sovereign  who  has  fent  him  he  will 
drfplay  that  franknefs  which  the  French 
government  has  a  right  to  expect  from 
its  own  franknefs,  and  which  is  formed 
by  his  perfonal  character.  Auftria  will 
ceafe  to  Sacrifice  the  rcpofe  and  interclt 
of  the  continent  to  the  ambition  of  the 
defpot  of  the  feas.  Yet  in  the  prefent 
uncertainty,  prudence  prefcriues  to 
France  not  to  permit  herfelf  to  be  amu- 
fed  by  an  empty  (Lew  of  negotiation. 
She  will  fupport  her  proportions  with  all 
the  force  of  her  arms.  The  conduct  of 
the  Government  has  (hewn  that  it  has 
not  carried  to  too  great  a  height  the  pre- 
tentions of  the  republic  ;  nor  Sacrificed 
to  the  madnefs  of  ambition  the  interefte 
of  humanity.  The  crimes  of  the  war  will 
all  fall  upon  thofe  who*  are  the  real  au- 
thors of  them  ;  upon  thofe  governments 
which  are  fo  weak  and  fo  blinded  as  to  be- 
come fubfervient  to  the  mercantile  defigns 
of  a  Single  nation,  and  to  fell  to  its  gold 
and  its  intrigues  the  blood  and  the  induf- 
trv  of  the  nations  who  obey  them,  and 
the  freedom  of  the  feas,  which  is  the  pro- 
perty of  the  whole  human  race.

On  Saturday  evening  between  7  and  S 
o'clock,  this  city  was  alarmed  by  the  cry 
of  fire,  which  proved  to  be  at  the  valua- 
ble and  enenfive  Manufactories  eflabliih- 
ed  at  Watervliet  by  Mr  James  Caldwell, 
and  carried  on  of  late  under  the  firm  of 
CaldWell,  Frafer  and  Co.  Our  citizens 
flew  with  great  alacrity  to  the  fpot :  but, 
alas!  the  destructive  element  had  made 
Such  progrefs  as  to  render  all  exertions 
fruitlefs. — The  whole  of  that  extenfive 
and  ufeful  eftablifliment,  erected  at  a  great 
cxpence  by  Mr.  Caldwell,  was,  for  the 
fecond  time,  totally  deftroyed,  together 
with  a  confiderable  quantity  of  Stock.  Bv 
the  exertions  of  the  citizens,  however, 
fome  valuable  parts  of  the  machinery  of 
the  mill  works,  and  fome  of  the  flock, 
were  lnatched  from  the  flames,  and  the 
adjoining  Stores,  containing  property  to  a 
confiderable  amount,  preferved.

The  celebrated  German  dramatic  po- 
et, Auguftus  Ven  Kotzcbue,  who  was 
Sent  into  banifhment,  on  the  inhoSpitable 
wilds  «f  Siberia,  by  the  Emperor  Paul, 
for  no  other  realbn  than  becaufe  he  was  a 
man  of  admired  talents  and  literary  ac- 
complishments, has  been  recalled.  The 
following  account  of  his  recal  is  exra&ed 
from  late  London  papers — • 

Among  the  interesting  occurrences  of 
the  day  muft  be  reckoned  the  liberation 
of  the  celebrated  German  Dramatift, 
A.  Kotzcbue.  As  foon  as  the  emperor 
Paul  was  convinced  of  his  being  inno- 
cent of  the  political  charges  exhibited 
again  ft  him  by  an  artful  cabal  at  the  court 
of  Peterfbur(~h,  he  gave  orders  for  imi 
diate  recal  from  the  remoteft  parts  of 
Siberia,  whither  he  had  been  banifhed. 
Horfel  were  provided  gratis,  and  a  large 
Sum  of  money  ordered  him  by  the  unde- 
ceived Monarch,  for  his  travelling  ex- 
pences.  Thia  welcome  news  reach- 
ed the  unhappy  exile  on  "the  18th 
of  July,  who  returned  from  the  wilds  of 
Siberia  to  Peterfburgh  in  nineteen  days  j 
the  diftance  is  460  leagues.  The  Mo- 
narch a!So  gave  orders  to  fend  for  the  po- 
et's wife  and  children  to  PeterSburgh  to 
receive  him  ;  and,  to  make  him  fome 
kind  of  compensation  for  his  capacity  & 
Sufferings  in  banifhment,  Paul  has  ap- 
pointed him  one  of  his  councellori,  and 
granted  for  life  the  poffeflion  of  an  eftate 
of  3000  rubles.  Kot2ebue,  however, 
uncertain  of  the  duration  of  the  funfhine 
of  imperial  favor,  has  wifely  demanded, 
and  obtained,  leave  to  quit  Ruffia. 

LONDON,  November  16. 

A  letter  from  Dunkirk,  dated  Novem- 
ber 9,  fays — "  This  day  at  noon,  a  dread- 
ful Storm  came  on  from  the  South-welt, 
varying  to  the  caft,  at  half  after  twe— 
feveral  gun-boats  and  cutters  were  driv- 
en loofe  in  the  bafon,  by  which  means  fe- 
veral of  them  were  damaged.  At  four  in 
the  afternoon,  the  Iky  having  cleared  up, 
it  was  found  that  there  were  none  of  the 
floating  batteries  in  the  road  but  one, 
which  had  been  driven  on  the  White 
Bank.  The  battery  called  la  Repubiique, 
and  two  merchant  Ships,  one  an  Ameri- 
can, the  other  under  the  Daniih  flag,  had 
disappeared,  as  well  as  the  loats  belong- 
ing to  the  pilots.  It  was  thought  that 
thefe  veffeis  might  have  go:  into  Oftend. 
but  about  five  o'clock  the  watchmen  on 
the  tower  announced  that  the  battery  la 
Repubiique  had  been  driven  on  Shore  at 
Zudcoote,  about  two  leagues  from  this 
place,  and. the  fea  was  breaking  over  it. 

"November  ItJ — The  floating  latterv 
la  Repubiique,  driven  on  fhore  at  Zud- 
coote, is  funk  among  the  (and,  b'it  hopes 
are  entertained  that  it  is  not  broke  to 
pieces,  and  that  it  may  be  got  off — allthe 
crew,  except  one  Soldier,  a  Sailor  and  a 
boy,  have  been  faved.  The  Ihip  under 
Danifii  colors,  was  entirely  loft,  with  the 
whole  crew.  We  have  received  no  in- 
telligence of  the  American  (hip,  which 
was  laden  with  tobacco." 

A  Ship  called  the  Washington,  was  )»fl 
in  Cad'?,  bay,  during  the  ftorin  of  the  16th 
ult.  whofe  value  is  euimatcd  at  110,000 
dollars. 

Letters  from  the  fleet  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, State,  that  Sir  Ralph  Abcrcrom- 
by,  with  all  the  regiments  whofe  Service 
is  not  limited,  will  proceed  to  Egypt. 
The  whale  number  will  amount  to  about 
16,000  men.  The  troops  with  which  Sir 
James  Pulteny  has  gone  to  Lfflbon,  art 
chiefly  thoSe  who  are  reftriaed  to  Serve 
in  Europe.  The  two  battalions  of  the 
40th,  will  go  to  Malta,  to  relieve  the 
lOth  and  8yth,  which  will  accompany  Sir 
R.  Abercrornby.  Such  is  the  report  in 
the  fleet,  but  how  far  it  may  be  depended 
>,  we  cannot  take  upon  us  to  State.
